TO DI8PLAY WARNING LIGHT? 
It may not occur soon, or it may, but sooner or Jater 
a serious accident will occur in the Twfrr fifties, unless 
some steps are taken to require all vehicles on the streets 
a t night to display a warning light. 
Autofnobilists who venture forth in their machines, after 
dark, without lights on the car are subject to immediate 
arrest and fine. The law is a good one, but it hould be 
broadened to incorporate within its provisions all vehicles, 
w hether m otor propelled or not. 
The Twin Cities are unusually well lighted cities. 
In 
both Albany and Decatur the streets at night »re lighted 
a t practically every corner. 
If there was but one auto­ 
mobile on a street and one .buggy or wagon, the driver 
of the machine, with the aid of the street lights un i the 
lights on his machine probably would have an easy time 
detecting the presence of the unlighted buggy or wa.^on. 
It is a different m atter when the streets are full of ours, 
as they frequently are. The condition is made qven more

IO THE UNIVERSITIES OF THE SOUTH 
The conference of Southern editors, a t Vanderbilt Mon­ 
day, not only was one of the most unusual gatherings in 
the history of Southern journalism , but one of the most 
im portant and one of the moat beneficial. 
- The m eeting was marked 
with 
characteristic 
frank­ 
ness of newspaper people. 
Those present spoke theii 
mi/ids openly and without reservation. 
Chancellor Kirk- 
and, of Vanderbilt, in opening the meeting, sounded this 
\eynote of fraiiltuess, w^íT*fi!Í^®ifláíed th at Southern p#b* 
ole had been blinding themselves to actual conditions 
thinking their séhool* were on* a plane with the best 
whereas, as a m atter of fact, the Southern schools were 
*ar from th at standard of excellence. 
The editors present criticised those things they be- 
eved deserved criticism, commended those things deserv- 
ng of commendation and offered suggestions where they 
thought benefits would result. 
The committee on resolutions, named at the meeting, 
will present the recommendations of the conference in 
written form to the annual convention of Southern pub­ 
lishers in Asheville in July. 
fthe full extent of the good 
to be derived from the co^jTrence will not be known until 
ifter these recommendations are received and acted on, 
but out of the conference several potential benefits al­ 
ready are foreseen. Included in these are: 
1. The realization of our weakness in education 
and the determ ination th at this weakness shall be 
overcome. 
2. The necessity for closer co-operation between 
universities of the South and the newspapers of the 
South. 
3. The general extension of educational progress 
* throughout the whole system, from the universities to 
the loWer grades of the public school#» 
Of ^hesC, the first is one of the 
m ost 
encouraging. 
Southern people are perhaps the m ost patriotic in the 
world. 
It is disconcerting to them to realize th at any 
Southern institution is backward, yet it would be foolish 
not to adm it the charge when it is so apparent. 
With the universities themselves w ith the press agd 
with the public cognizant of the weakness of the educa­ 
tional situation in the South, The Daily believes th at the 
condition will be remedied. It will require care, co-opera­ 
tion, money and talent, but the South possesses every 
attribute necessary to create an educational system sec­ 
ond to none. 
The South can be awakened and the South 
will be awakened through the efforts of the universities 
and the press. 
One will work with the other th at the 
public may have the opportunity of grasping the full sig­ 
nificance of this great movement.

Of all of the benefits, however, The Daily believes the 
last named is of param ount importance.

It is unfortunate th at the South’s institutions of higher 
learning, possessing a g reat vision of how much more 
good they could accomplish, are not perm itted to accomp­ 
lish because of the pittance they have to do with.
